1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches an ink jet ink composition or an ink jet system comprising a 
recording material and at least one colored ink to be applied to the recording material by 
means of an ink jet nozzle, wherein the ink jet ink, the recording material or the at least 
one colored ink comprises at least one dialkyl N-hydroxylamine salt of the formula 
(R51R52N-OHHHY) wherein R51 is a substituted or unsubstituted C1.36 alkyl, C5-12 
cycloalkyl or C7-9 aralkyl wherein the above groups may be substituted by one to six of 
1-12 carbon atoms, halogen, cyano, E41O-, E41CO-, E41OCO-, E41COO-, E41S-, E41SO-, 
E4iS0 2 -, -NH 2 , -NH E41, NE41E42-, -PO(0 E 4 i)(0 E 42 ) or -OPO(0 E41XO E 42 ) groups; R 52 
is H or independently has the same meaning as R51, wherein at least one of R51 and Rs 2 
contains a hydrogen alpha to the -NOH moiety; E41 and E4 2 independently are H, C1-4 
alkyl or C1-4 alkyl substituted by one to three hydroxyl groups or E41 and E 42 
independently are an oligomer of poly(ethylene glycol) or polypropylene glycol) 
terminated by hydroxyl, methoxy, acetate or propionate, where he oligomer has a 
molecular weight up to about 500 and HY is an inorganic or organic acid. The closest 
prior art of record is U.S. Patent Application Publication Nos. 2002/0088574 and 
2002/0174964 and U.S. Patent No. 6,599,326, all issued to Seltzer et al. and U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0070582, issued to Kitamura and U.S. Patent 
Nos. 6,811,597 and 6,676,735, both issued to Oki et al. All the Seltzer et al. references 
teach a composition comprising pulp or paper (i.e. recording medium) and an N,N- 
dialkylhydroxylamine acid salt but fails to teach or fairly an ink jet ink composition or an 
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ink jet system comprising the N,N-dialkylhydroxylamine acid salt as claimed by 
applicants. The Kitamura et al. and Oki et al. references each teach an ink jet ink 
and/or an ink jet recording medium containing a receiving layer comprising a 
heterocyclic hindered amine compound but fails to teach or fairly suggest the addition of 
at least one dialkyl N-hydroxylamine salt of the formula as claimed by applicants. 
Accordingly, this application is allowable.
